Appointment of Robert C. Wy- 
gant as city attorney was votetl 
at Wednesday’s meeting of the " 
city council. The action was 
taken upon motion of Councilman 
Isaacs, anti the motion authorizetl 
Mr. Wygant to brin^ in a con- T 
tract covering the terms of his i. 
employment, which were not dis¬ 
cussed at this meeting. 

Mr. Wygant had previously in¬ 
dicated that he would not aacept i 
the city attorney's post except 
temporarily while the council was 
seeking a successor to Frederick 
Baker, resigned. However, it is Si 
understood the council members 
felt it would be best to have one ; 
man holding this office as well as ^ 
that of special counsel for the : 
Central Avenue project. On this 
account Mr. Wygant agreed to ; 
accept the position. All members 
of the council voted for the mo-, 
tion. ;

MORE ABOUT PLANNING 

OW comes a report of the Regional 
Planning Commission to the county su¬ 
pervisors with some comment which is very 
timely in view of the recent discussions on 
the subject of a city plan. The report is 
emlwdied in a 32-page booklet, with maps, 
diagrams and discussion of the general 
principles of regional and community plan¬ 
ning. Some portions are so pertinent to 
SieiTa Madre that they are worth reproduc¬ 
ing here. 

“It is good business to plan,’’ says the 
report. “It is as sound and e.xpedient to 
p’an the development of cities as it is to 
design and plan the construction of a bridge, 
a portion of a highway or a water system. 
Planning is an amplification of those funda¬ 
mental principles which have always been 
practiced in engineering, namely, the accu¬ 
mulation of data, the reduction to foiTnulae, 
the application to design, and the accom¬ 
plishment of predetermined objectives.’’ 
(The long words are a handicap to the re¬ 
port, but we’re quoting.) 

“These objectives are set forth in defi¬ 
nite plans, which are given official recogni¬ 
tion, substantiated by statistical informa¬ 
tion, stabilized by public opinion, and sup¬ 
ported by methods of procedure consistent 
with the most modern knowledge of eco¬ 
nomics.’’ 

Concerning methods of putting over 
projects, the report is emphatic in the mat¬ 
ter of public relations. It says: 

“Public endorsement and active support 
are extremely important factors, which 
should be kept in direct cadence with the 
work of planning. This is always forthcom¬ 
ing whenever and wherever there is avail¬ 
able complete information as to the objects 
sought and the methods employed by the 
Commission.” 

The methods of furnishing infoirnation 
to newspapers and others interested are then 
described, and the report continues in the 
matter of public relations: 

“The holding of numerous public hear¬ 
ings as the plan is being evolved is essen¬ 
tial. These hearings give the public an oi>- 
portunity to express their views and to in¬ 
form themselves as to the intent of the 
plan. They are so conducted as to cause 
the people to realize that the plan belongs 
to them and that responsibility for its 
adoption and execution is likewise theirs.” 

“The process of planning,” says the re¬ 
port, “is the only method thus far discov- 
ei’ed that assures the development of the 
region so that its parts will relate properly 
to one another, and be connected by ade¬ 
quate provision for circulation, communica¬ 
tion and orderly growth, so that the whole 
will reflect the intelligence and culture of 
those who live in it.”

This 
meant in round numbers enough 
Sunkist oranges to put a bulge in 
the toes of 200,000,000 Christmas 
stockings. It also meant about 
$4,000,000 returned to California 
I to insure a merry Christmas for 
the growers, and another million 
and a half to the railroads in 
freight. 

Judging by the demand for Cal¬ 
ifornia lemons, some might think 
they were being u.^ed by hkinta 
Clau.s, too, but the truth is that 
in addition to their many regular 
uses, lemons are in special demand 
for colds and fiu. The Exchange 
has sold over 1200 carloads of 
lemons since the beginning of the 
new" .season November 1, w’hich is 
considerably in exces.s of sales 
j during the comparable period in 
’any previous season. Prices, too, 
have been w’ell above the average, 
i The Central-Noi*thern California 
naved orange movement is prac¬ 
tically finished, w’ith only about 
500 cars from that section remain¬ 
ing to be sold. The P^xchange 
marketed SO per cent of the or¬ 
anges from the early di.^*tricts 
this season, com])ared w’ith ap¬ 
proximately 70 per cent in recent 
year.s. With practically all of 
their fruit sohl on the pre-holiday 
market, growers in these districts 
are assured a prosperous holiday 
season. 

Results to ilate, as indicated 
above, auger well for the big crop 
of California oranges and lemons 
to he marketed during 1929.

Colorado River Hood control and 
development, now assured through 
the signing of the Boulder Dam 
bill .recently by President Cool- 
idge, opens the way for Southern 
California cities to proceed at 
once with the financing and con¬ 
struction of an atjueduct from 
this stream, it was pointed out by 
Col. S. C. Finley, secretary of the 
aqueduct association. In view of 
this situation it is believed that 
the cities now’ included in the 
<iistiict will push forward rapiilly 
all preliminary organization work 
and thus clear the way for the 
actual planning and financing of 
the huge aqueduct. 

Each of the eleven cities now 
included in the Metropolitan W at- 
er District w’ill be entitled to at 
least one official representative on 
the board of directors. None of 
the cities will have more than ten 
members on the board and no 
city will have more than 50 per 
cent of the total votes on the 
board, it w’as explained by Col. 
Finley.

Angeles w'ater engineer, tenUitive 
plans have been drawn up for an 
acjueduct capable of supplying the 
domestic water needs of 7,500,000 
additional people in Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia cities. The proposed acjue- 
duct, as tentatively planned, will 
be approximately 250 miles long. 

Although no official estimates 
have been submitted, it is expect¬ 
ed that the colossal water carrier 
will cost approximately $150,000,- 
000. Tho.se cities that have vote<l 
to join the Metropolitan Water 
District are Heverly Hills, Bur¬ 
bank, Glendale, Los Angeles, Fas- 
adena, Santa Monica, San Marino, 
Santa Ana, Anaheim, San Ber¬ 
nardino and Colton.
